On 1 July 1966 we received a call front QDA.CID, again 
conveying « question raised by the SMADD Embassy, to the effeot 
that the Embassy would appreciate ODYOKE making available "on a 
government-to-governT'ent basis" Information on the HEINE oase 
which bad already be-tr. passed "informally" to the SMADDs. The 
?CtACH> official stateo that the questioner had Indicated that 
the SMADDs felt that information passed on a "government- to- 
government basis" could then be used by the government to answer any 
questions that might arise In Parliament. After reviewing the 
filea, we recontacted ODACID requesting that they seek clarifica- 
tion of what was meant by information that bad already been 
passed "informally" slnoe we were unable to determine precisely 
what the Embassy had in mind. (COMMENT: Ve could only surmise 
that the Embassy official was talking about Information that had 
been pasaed to SMABOVE, and ohose to employ the euphemism 
"Informally" in describing the nature of the passage of the in- 
formation. If that was the oase, we wanted to bring the matter 
out in the open to deal with It effectively. ) The OCA.CID 
official said he would look into this matter, and recontact us.
